force drawne into a farre narrower compaſlle then 
was fromthe beginning intended: The deſcription 
whereofasiitwas performed, I will as briefely as I 
can deliver. Theplace wherein the Maske was pre- 
ſented, being the Banquetting-houſe atWhice Hall: 
the vpper part, wherethe State is placed, was Thea- 
tred with Pillars, Scaffolds, and all things anſwera- 
ble to thefides of the Roome. At the lower end of 
the Hall before the Sceane was madean Arch Try- 
vmphall, paſſing beautifull, which encloſed: the 
whole Workes: The Sceanc it ſelfe (the Curtaine 
being drawne) was in this manner diuided. 
 Onthevpper partthere was formed a Skye with 
Clowdes very arteficially ſhadowed. Oa cicther {14e 
of the Sceane belowe was ſet a high Promontory, 
and on either of them ftoodthiree large pillars of 
olde: the one Promontory was bounded with a 
Rc ftanding inthe Sea, the other with aVVood ; 
Inthe midſt betwene them apcared a Sea in perſpe- 
ine with ſhips, ſome cunning]y painted, lome arte- 
ficially ſayling. Oathe front ofthe Sceane,on cither 
fide was a beautifull garden, with fixe (cates a peece 
roreceane the Maskers : behinde them the mayne 
Land, and inthe middeft a paire of ftayres made .cx-
